"Hanging"  and  "out",  two  words  that 
separately  mean  no  more  than  any  other 
gerund  and  adverb.  But  when  put  togeth- 
er, they  form  the  ever-impressive  "hang- 
ing out",  an  American 
expression  meaning 
"I'm  going  to  stay 
here  until  dinner 
time. " 

One  of  the  most 
popular  places  to 
hang-out  at  Newton 
North  is  on  the  library 
steps.  The  steps  give 
the  students  easy  ac- 
cess to  the  adjoining 
banisters,  while  also 
allowing  them  to 
block  people  from  en- 
tering the  library.

Scheduling,  grade  reporting,  class  rank  and  gradua- 
tion are  the  administrative  assistant's  major  responsi- 
bilities. Scheduling  entails  coordinating  the  flow  of 
information  and  input  from  Opportunities  through  the 
registration  process.  The  input  is  used  to  build  -a 
master-schedule  which  minimizes  conflicts,  and  those 
which  do  arise  are  resolved  during  the  summer  at  the 
same  time  that  special  programs  are  handscheduled. 

When  school  begins  the  student  schedule  plus 
changes  are  used  to  build  the  report  card  file.  Many 
hours  are  spent  updating  this  information  to  present 
as  accurate  report  cards  as  possible  each  marking 
period.  A  student 's  class  rank  is  based  on  the  grades 
and  weight  factors  on  file  in  the  computer.  This  re- 
quires constant  checking  as  seniors  apply  to  college. 

A  nice  contrast  to  these  technical  tasks  is  involve- 
ment with  graduation;  the  major  task  being  the  over- 
seeing of  the  awards.
